Aluminum pigs sel' now at 
about 4'2 ciMils a pound, which is 
about half (h(> price of a year ago.

Moint- l-'iiclM nl>oMi 4JIIIMN 

Tile most aci en title glass workei-s 
of to-day are no more proficient in 
their art than were the craftsmen of 
ancient Thebes 4,000 yt^ars ago. 
These remarkable artisans, many of 
whom were prie.stshigh inautliority, 
were well acquainted with gla.ss 
staining, and disfdayed the iiigh- 
est artistic skill in their tints and 
designs. The colors wi're equally 
clear on both sides. .The priests of 
Ptah, at Memphis, had a factory 
for th<> manufacture of ordinary 
irla.ss, and also devoted their atleii- 
liou lo imitating precious stones, 
succeeding so well that specimens 
now found require expert.s to 
di.stinguish them from real gems. 

They were also acquaiutcd vith 
the use of the diamond for cuttiiiir 
gla,ss. A specimen of lieautifnl 
stained glass, now in the Mritish 
Museum, has the cognizance of 
Tlio(htn«»a III. engraved upon it. 

Spun glass was tlrst Ironghl into 
practical use about fit'(y years ago 
by Jules de Mrunfaul, a French 
(diemist', although (heart of spin- 
ning glass was jiractised long before 
(hat time. He made a thorough 
study of the subject in Vienna. He 
first succeeded in. softening the hard 
.shiny effect of the glass fabric;, giv- 
ing it a silky effect th.il was much 
more pleasing. Next he endeavor- 
ed to reduce its brittleness l)y- mak- 
ing a spun glass wlio.se threads 
were much tiner than those of silk, 
and wdioae texture wa.s nuioh like 
that of wool. This glass eould 
readily be woven, and all kinds of 
articles were made of it. Among 
other things it was found espe«!ially 
suitable for surgical use, owing to 
its antiseptic properties and its 
cleanliness. The fact th»it glass is 
unattacked by most acids, made the 
fabric u.seful for laboratory tillers, 
and nearly all well (>qnipped eslab- 
lishnuuils of the kind now use (hem. 
The (doth is, besiil«>s, non-ciunlins- 
tibie and a poor conductor of heat. 
As the individual fibers are perfect- 
ly non-absorbent, grease spots and 
st.iins can be readily removed. For 
this same reason (he cloth can nol 
be dyed, but it can be spun of color- 
ed glass and the color is absolutely 
fast and unchanging. 

Pp to the beginniny; of the six- 
teenth century the glass used in 
stained -glass work was what is 
known as "pot metal," that is, it 
was color(>d in mass through it>s 
cntiir substance. Painting was 
only used to bring out the shading 
ami fine liu<> woik, and the paint 
was always brown, which was after- 
ward " fired ■' into the glass. Dur- 
ing the sixttientli century a rich 
yellow slain, oDlained by the use of 
silviM- .salts, came into use. It was 
also used upon blue glass to produce 
gr<>en etTects. Shortly afterward 
the irregular depths of tint in the 
glass were first titilized togivemixlel- 
ing. The ruby gl.i.ss used at this 
time, made by placing a thin layiT 
of rul)y "pot met.ir' upon the sur- 
face of a sheet of whif.e gl.iss and 
welding the two pie(H»s together by 
heat, as the ruby al.uie became 
opaque as soon as any thickness 
was reached, it soon occuried to 
some one to cut or grind away the 
ruby surface to produce while fig- 
ure on (he red ground, M_\ slaining 
(he exposed poriions, they are also 
able (o ge( rich yellow and red con- 
trasts. This let! to extending the 
|iractiee to other colored "pot 
metals," until a great variety of 
beautiful etTects were produced. 

When glass contains little or no 
lime it shows a marked tendency (o 
l>ecome opaqiu* upon cooling, pro- 
bably owing to minute crys(alliza- 
tion throughout its structure. The 
so-called alalwister glass is made by 
re-heating glass and allowing it to 
cool slowly. Opalescent gla.ss is 
that whiidi possesses the same ten- 
dency in less degree, A good 
"mix," jvfl it is called by glass 
workers, for alabaster glass, Is one 
hundred jiarts of tpMirtK sand, 
forty- live parts of potash, three 
parts of silicate of mangnesia.

CREAM OF TOMATO SOUP. 

Pse either oanned tomatoes or 
cold stewed t- matoes, which are 
tender enough lo be rul)bed entire- 
ly through a sievi , forming a puree 
or pulp; of this tomato puive allow 
two cupfuls to a quart of soup. 

Put into a thick saucepan, for 
each quart of soup one Tablespoon- 
ful each of dry flour and unmelt- 
ed butter; stir them together i>ver 
the fire unlil they are smoothly 
blended and are bub!)ling with the 
heat; meantime chop and fry a 
small onion, or a heaping t^ible- 
spoonful of chopped onion, in an 
ounce or a i.-iblespoonful of butter, 
and when it looks semi-transparent 
put it in with tl»e butter and flour, 
and let all cook together for five 
minutes; then add the tomato pulp 
and enough hot milk and w.iter to 
make a thick, sniouth soup; season 
this palatably with salt and pep- 
per, and let it boil thoioughlv 
Place the saucepan cont.iiiiing 
the .soup in a pan of hot water 
until it is wanted for the table ; 
tliin its contents with hot milk, if 
it has become loo thick by standing, 
and ser\ e il . 



.\N lJNOI.,ISH PUDDING. 

This mincemeat and apple pud- 
ding is a iiovelty. Ii is an admira- 
ble luncheon, sweet, and a great 
f ivorite with children Pare five or 
six good cooking apples; remove the 
cores wilh an apple corer and pack 
them closely in a Inittered tire-proof 
pudding di.sh. Now fill in thespace 
in (he cen(re of Ihe apples with 
mincemeat and bake slowly until 
the apples are done Then whisk 
the white of two eggs to a stiff froth 
and mix it with two ounces of 
pounded sugar. Put the meringue 
on top of the pudding in a rocky 
manner, du.st it with pounded sugar 
and place it in the oven to l)ake the 
meringue a delicate fawn color. 

BAKED MACARONI. 

Macaroni au gratin is always an 
acceptable dinner dish. Prepare 
it as follows : Break a quarter of a 
pound of macaroni in halves just 
thiough the middle of the sticks. 
Put them in a l/irge siueepan anil 
pour boiling water over Ihem, just 
enough to cover them Let them 
boil about (ilteen minutes ; then 
drain them through a colander and 
put them in a baking di.sh. Pour 
in lialfapintof rich milk or cream, 
season wilh salt and plenty of but- 
ter. Leave a few flakes (>f butter 
on top Cover the whole with 
grated Parmes.-m or Swiss cheese, 
stand the dish in a quick oven ami 
let the m.icaroni bake till the top 
is a rich brown. Then serve hot.

During Mark Twain's st.iy in 
Vienna iliis winter the news[>a|)«»rs 
have devoted a great deal of at- 
tention lo him.

"News of my death grossly ex- 
aggerated." was the answer Slark 
Twain sent l)ack to his own country.

It was 
reported that I was seriously sick 
— that was some other man ; (hen 
it was that 1 wasaltout to die — again 
another man ; then it was that I was 
dead —another man again. Then 
the rumor wjis that I had inherited 
a legacy — it was another man;tlu>n 
came the report that I had paid all 
my debts— once more atiother man. 
Now the rumor is that 1 am writing 
another book. I know nothing of 
it. It would, indeed, surprise me 
if 1 should publish another book 
for the next three years. The only 
(hin;; that is left for them to say is 
that I have emigrated pormaHCiKly 
and become an .-Vustrian. Thatlasf 
is one thing I will never, never do. 
I do not want to inciease the con- 
fusion of languages any more."

NEW YORK INSTITUTION WHERE THE 
BOYS ARE REVIEWED AND DRILL 
ED. BY SIGNS— THEY PARADE AS 
WELL AS THE FAMC>US SEVENTH, 
AND PLAY FOOT-BALL TOO.

The seemingly marvelous feat of 
pkying a football game in alKsolute 
silenoe has just been HC(M>mplished 
in New York city. Every player 
was Deaf and Dumb and yet it is 
doubtful if ever a contest over the 
pigskin was conducte-1 with more 
enthusiasm Ihan this. 

One of the great in.stitutions of 
New Vork is called the Fanwood 
Institution for the In.struction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, and it is here that 
some of the most remarlsable ex- 
l)eriments with persons bereft of 
voice and hearing have taken 
place. The foot -ball game by two 
regulation foot l>all teams is ()ne of 
the most interesting of them all, 
but not more so tli.in all militarv 
drill. 

This latter experiment is a decid- 
ed innovation, for up to within a 
short time experts have positively 
declared that military ti-aining was 
an impo-ssiitility for the deaf. This 
supposedly well grounded theory 
has been entirely demolished by the 
achievements of the pupils of the 
Fanwood school. 

The corre<*tness with which they 
execute the maiueuvres excels that 
of many well-drilled military com- 
panies po.s.se.s8ing every faculty, 
and in fact their proficiency in 
military tiictics makes if ' un- 
necessary to recall their misfortune, 
deafness, as an excuse for any im- 
perfection in drill. Well known 
army men have complimented 
them upon the Success that they 
have achieved, so that the pleasure 
it is for the casual observer to see 
them on dress parade can be ap- 
preciated. When one pauses to 
consider, it is reall.\ marvelous to 
think of what they have success- 
fully accomplished under so manv 
difficulties. 

Deaf boys are obliged to watch 
theii alignment.s, tile leader, to see 
that they are in step, and their 
commander, all at the same time. 
These are some of the ol)structions 
which make their success the great 
(riumph to those who appreciate 
what military training demands of 
the n'cruit. 

To orginize such a system in a 
schorrt of this kind, is l)y no means 
an easy task. The deaf have « 
peculiar gait, one might say a slid- 
ing walk, ami as it is impossible for 
them to realize the di,siigreeal>le 
sound that is made, it is naturally 
hard to remedy. Then, again, not 
having the use of the ear, they 
have no idea of cfidence as the 
hearing man understands it, and 
the instructor is compelled to beat 
time by vvaving his hand, making 
an additional tax upon the eye of 
the cadet. 

The schiK)l uniform is of gray 
cloth, with black trimmings, and a 
forage cap having the initials of 
the institution in a neat monogram 
on the front. Only af ew boys were 
taken at time when the drill began 
and these formed into squads, 
afterwards i-oinpanies, later a com- 
plete l)attalion. Every member of 
thebattJilion will be furnished with 
aquakergun, which is a regulation 
Springfield rifle, with the sinale 
exception that pat t of the barrel 
is of wood, which after all is pre- 
ferable, and insures perfect safety. 
The oflieei-s carry their swords in 
the reu'ular way, and give com- 
mands by raising the left hand and 
u.sing the manual alphbet. 

With the exception of the 
j>osilions of Ihe oflicers, all forma- 
tion and ceremonies are in strict 
accoidani'e with the infantry drill 
rt^gulalions of the United States 
army. The changes then>f rom are 
made only when the regulations 
requiivthe commandei to be in the 
rear, or such positions where it is 
impossible for all the boys to see 
him. 

The drill ovt*rcomes the shuffling 
of the feet, securesan erect carriage, 
inculcates habits of neatness, affords 
to all an equal opportunity of being 
well dress(vl, and is developing the 
boys physically. 

During the spring and fall the 
tiovs ilrill half an hour ever* ^^ •■' 



and on Sundays have .i battalion 
praade. 

It was the fortune of the wrilcr 
not long ago to witness one of 
these strange drills. The ceremony 
began with a battalion parade. 
The companies marched on t<) the 
|)arade ground, formed on the 
center company in accordance with 
regulations, and went through the 
entire ceremony as well as many 
a battalion at Peekskill. Line was 
formed, guides sent to their ptwt^, 
ranks opened. Not a word was 
spoken, the boys kept eyes on the 
eliKpient fingers of the adjutant ; 
he brought them to present arms 
(as they have no rifles as yet, each 
boy saluated with his right hand 
at his cap) and turned the lialtalion 
over to the major, the regular 
instructor. The major put the 
biiltalion through two motions of 
the manual that can be executed 
wiihout arms; the first sergeants 
ie| ort(>d, orders wen' published, 
the oflicers advanced to the major. 
Except for the silence, the parade 
might have been of the gray-coated 
Seventh. 

Then came a review, when the 
boys showed what they cotdd do in 
marching. There was no nuisie, of 
cinnse. so they didn't have ihe 
steadying effect of a band; but they 
marched like veteraiis and kept 
their distance wilh great succ« ss. 

After that came the competitive 
drill. Company A opened the ball. 
The commands were given by the 
juili;e to the major, who put them 
into finger talk. Il was wonderful 
to .see how quickly they were put 
and executed. And as in A com- 
pany, so in.B and C companies. 

The mistakes made were such as 
a hearing captain often makes 
when he hears a command wrongly, 
and gives " Right !" when he should 
give "Left !" 

The companies in turn niurclied 
in company front broke into fours, 
formed line to the right and left 
and to the front, opened ranks did 
the facings, closed ranks, formed 
column of twos and r formed fours: 
all the time the boys in the ranks 
had to wi tch their captain's hand, 
to see the boy ahead, and to took 
after his own feet. 

It was a wonderful example of 
rising supcriiu- to circumstance. 

Company M won the colors for 
the year; its four kej)t togi'thcr bet- 
ter, and its cadence wa.s better than 
in A Company. C Company is com- 
posed of little chaps, and though 
they put up a good drill, they were 
outclassed. 

Marring the coini)etitive drill, the 
ceremony occurs every Sundaj' 
afternoon, and any one who is 
interested in wondciful things can 
see it. And if he waitslongenough, 
he will see a little simple (*eremony 
that will make him proud — the 
color guard of those deaf and dumb 
boys marching up to the flag staff 
and standing Itareheaded as the 
.sergeant lowers the flag. They don't 
let the stars and stripes touch Ihe 
ground ; it is folded in the air and 
carried back to headquarlers; and 
day by day it is hoisted ami lowered, 
and that deaf and dumb color 
guard keeps it out of the dust and 
mi ret

Ijet. Then, by judiciou.sly H.ilect- 
injj distributors, they could be scat- 
tered broadcast throughout the 
State. 

The National Associatitm might 
do likewise, leaving the work of 
distribution to the Stat* representa- 
tives on the Executive Committee. 

A plan of pulilic education would 
be of incalculable benefit to the 
deaf. The work of the numerous 
" parents' associations" that have 
been started by the oral enthusiast 
during recent years is proof enough 
of that. The alphabet will cause 
the intelligent public to know and 
understand the intelligent deaf. 
If this isbrou;,'ht al)onl, the chances 
of the deaf for hat»piness in the 
world will be greater, the avenues 
to prosperily will be widenr^d and 
multiplied, and the solution of the 
problem of the best methods of 
education will no longer l»e left to 
theorists, because it will be uni- 
versally exemplified by the deaf 
themselves.

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Another Faculty Lecture 
by President Gallaudet.

What is Going: on Among: the 
Students. 



(From ijiir WnMhUmtnii. Correspondent.) 

Washington, 1). C, Feb., 14. — 
The faculty lecture given Friday 
evening wjis by President (iallaii- 
det, and was, as usual with his 
addresses, timely, dealing with a 
question of general interest to all 
g<K)d citizens, although not a new 
one ; and it was dtdivered in his 
usual di.slinct, finished, and elo- 
quent manner. His sutijeet was, 
*' The I>i,seases of th(! Body Politic," 
an<l his notes form a good synopsis 
of his address. 

In beginning, liesaid that in 1800 
(^8 years ago) he lectured l>efore 
the alumni ass<K.'ialion of his iilnin 
mxile.r^ 'i'rinity College, Hartford, 
and cliose for his sulijer-t the i<len- 
ti(;al question. As the chief tlis- 
ea-e at that timi;, he not<d the ear- 
nestness of men lo secure oflfice, (1) 
at the |>olls, and (2) by appoint- 
ment. The cry, " To the vi.-tors 
belong rhe spoils," came from men 
of all parties. The m/ihidies of 
hUiwt]! and 'llHUenHwii had b-en re- 
moved. They Were limited iind 
loeal, l)Ut hititfor offi'-f. was noted 
as all-j>erva<h'iig ; reaching to every 
part of the land, i'residcnt (irant, 
with his usual felicity of expression, 
sai<l : "'Hie pursuit of olTiee is 
rapidly becoming one of the ica<l- 
ing industries of the country." 

In looking about in IKOO for re- 
medies, 1 pointf-d out the fact that 
Jenck's Civil Service Bill was then 
t)eiore Congress, and I said : 
•' Could the passage of this bill at 
an early date be assurol, a long 
stride would be taken in the dire<;- 
tion of the needed reiorm." 

This effort resulted in the |)ass- 
age of an Act, March .'kl, lH7i, 
giving the Pn.'siderit power " t/i 
prew^ribe such rc;iulations for the 
admission of persons into the civil 
service of the Vn\\AH\ States as may 
best jiromote the effiei(!iicy thereof, 
and ascertain the fitness of ea<di 
candidate in resfwct to age, health, 
eharacter, knowledge, and ability 
for the branch of the service Ik 
seeks to enter," adding the Pre- 
sident may al.so estaldish regula- 
tions forthe conductof suc'h persons 
after appointment. 

The above was the strong germ of 
our grcatreform in the Civil Service 
Comparatively little was done 
under the Act of 1871, and it was 
not until the passage of the Act of 
of January l«jlh, 1883, that active 
wf>rk bfrgan. 

The Civil Service Commission 
was authori/.<id by this Act, ari<l 
the elaborate machinery now ex- 
isting for the examination of can- 
didates f<n' offices, was inaugurat- 
ed. The way in which the oJj'k-i'h 
have been brought under the opera 
ti' ns of the Civil Sevice Act will 
apfxjar from the following figures: —

cent tariff debate, the House put 
sugar, coal and iron on the free list ; 
but the tiusts controlled the Sen- 
ate, and defeated the action of the 
House. Among the well-known 
trusts are those controlling 
the production of rubl>er, leather, 
tol)ac<'0, cordage and even meat. 
In connection with the latter, lie 
told how a western man intended 
shipping East ?i lot of Jack-rabbits, 
but was unable to get a refrigcra- 
t/jr-car, all being controlled by the 
(/'hicago and Kansas City j)aekers. 
Among trusts less wcll-kmjwn than 
the alfove, are Ihosi? controlling 
bread, sulphur, diamonds, sardines, 
hominy and peanuts, in fact th<'n; 
are fewproducls of human consump- 
tion oi us<' which are not broii;;lii 
under trusts. The Aasociated Press 
is one of the yrciitest trusts in ex- 
i.Mtencc now, and he told how in San 
Francisco a (ierman paper started 
independently, and was forced to 
pay SHO,0OO to join the Assoeiatcfl 
Press or stop publication, and of 
(roui".s<i had to choos(^ the latter. 

This <lis(^a.se of trusts is of reccnl 
origin, and w^is unknown in IHfi!). 
The first, the Standard Oil Trust, 
wa.s estaldislied in 188:i. LegiHla- 
tion to l^reak. uj) trusts began in 
1887, by thccn-ation of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, to 
prevent combines of railroads. 
Anti-trust laws were rtassed in 188!t, 
in Kansas, Maine, Miifhipin, Mis- 
sissippi, Nelirartka, North Carolina, 
Tennesm-e and Texas, in I8!)0 in 
Iowa, Kr'nlueicy, Louisiana, Missou- 
ri, South Dakota, and other Slates. 
Some very heavy penalties have 
lieen inipow^d, such as fines of from 
$.'5,')!)0 lo $20,00), and imprisonment 
for from live lo iau years, acd of- 
ficers and stoekholdcrs liable to 
punis'iiiieiit . 

The (effect of those laws was 
salutary on the railroads, lo a 
great extent, though there are wsys 
in whi<h some railroads manage 
to avoi<l the operation of the laws. 
But in r«'ferenee to Iriisis, the laws 
agairrwt th( m tuive had liille effeet. 
True, the SKiOirard Oil Trust was 
dissolved in 1803 ; but an under- 
standing exists between the " com- 
f»anies," which formed the trust, 
that amounts practically to the 
same thing as a trust. 

The " (!ori)orali.)n '■ laws of 
many Slates make it easy lo i'<'- 
model the trusts so that the;;' might 
ewuifie the penalties of the anli- 
Irust laws. The most populai 
Stsfces for chartering siicli com- 
panies were, for a time, New Jersey 
and Illinois j but West Virginia is 
now called the Mecea for irrespori- 
sible corporal ions. 

The "Sugar Trust," disw)lving, 
was reorganiz«Ml as " The American 
Siitrar Ilefininu Company." The 
" Rubber Trust" was succeeded by 
" The United States liublier Com"- 
pany," whidi bil'vs All the inldx-r 
throu;;h its agents in South Ameri- 
ca, an<l distributes it to the .several 
opi-ratiti^r coinpauies. There is 
also "The United iStatcs llubber- 
Advancers' Clul»," in which all the 
(ronipaiiies are r^jpresenlcfl.

th(^ pi-rusal of a thousand 
sympathetic eyes. In a recent 
account of Tommy's instruction 
and projrress, his teacher. Miss 
Lauia Poulss(Ui, gives some in- 
teresting information. 

" Black Beauty," shesa.y8, " was 
his first story of any length, and he 
has taken miudi, |)leasure in it. 
Each day the substance of the 
preceding n-ading was talked over, 
and the continuity of th(! story Ihiis 
preserved. The large size of the 
volume gave Tom (piite a .sense of 
imjxirtance in reading from it. 

"After the novelty of this had 
worn oil', however, hisattenlion fiag-

The members of the Illinois 
Gallandet Union have by this 
received, and read, their copy of 
the proceedings of the fifth tiien- 
nial convention held in Chicago, 
last August. The p:imphlet re- 
flects gre;it credit upon the Secre- 
tary, Mr. H. F. Jackson ; the 
ju-inting committee, Messrs. Re- 
gensbnig, Hasenstab and Gib.son ; 
and the jirinters, Messrs. Regens- 
burg & Sechbach. It is (he tirst 
time (he Union has published its 
proceedings in p:iinphlet form, and 
it is to be regretted that a synopsis 
of die preceedings of the first four 
convendons was not al-so included. 
The opening address by Acting 
Mayor Mc(Tanu, of Chicago, 
strikes the key-note which rings 
from cover to cover. He comes 
out squarely for the coinbined 
melhod, which he declares him.self 
to be pjirticularly interested in 
promoting, as the father of one 
who is afflicted. .Vs convendons 
of the d(»iif do not usually employ 
the services of a stenographer, it 
is a difflcult matter to obtain the 
wordinir of fjcteniiiore addresses, 
but (hanks to the efficient secre- 
t;iry and printing committee, the 
a(l<ire«.s('S of (he Acting M;iyov. ol 
Ex-Supt. W.tlker, and ot' Siipt 
Swilcr, are given in full— followed 
by the papers, especially prepared 
for the occasion. 

Only one paper is conspicnuusfor 
its iib.sence, but as the facts it con- 
tained are to be found in the 
Annals, nothing was lost by the 
imiissicm. However, l>y refusing to 
give the secretary a copy of the 
pai)er read, the author violated the 
implied eoii(rac( he had made wilh 
the ccmvendon. Fiom (he momen( 
he finished ie;i<ling hi.s p.iper, the 
paper he ht.l re;id became die pro 
perly of the convendon. In refus- 
ing to deliver if. he was guilty of 
relaining what did not belong to 
him, and that too against the ex- 
pressed wishes of its proper owner 
It is nol surprising dial a person 
capable of such eonduci w«>uld also 
.send iibroad false statemenls con- 
cerning what tian>ipii-e<t at the con- 
vention. His slatemenis are con- 
tradicaled in every e,s.sential point 
by the offici.-il proceedings of the 
convention. 

We do not t;ike lindly to the 
manner in which the names of 
memb.'rs are iirrangel. The al- 
phabi'.ie:il order should have been 
used without ri-ference lo "gradu- 
ates," "Iioui.ribly di,scharged," 
"(Iroppid from the rolls," and 
"from other schools." Aceerding to 
the revised constitution all members 
werecrea,tei free and eipnil. How 
members ar.> clissifled in reporls of 
the .schools is of no consetpienee to 
persons wlro.se .school days are over. 
The reviseil Constitution, and Uy 
Laws are brief and to the point, biit 
slill capable of further improve- 
menl without being made longer. 
Those who think that th(> Illinois 
Alumni Association is dead, be- 
cnnse it has changed its name, 
have only (o touch it as they would 
a live wire in oitier to be convinced 
of (heir mistake.

When they arrivid 
in this city they were weak from 
want of food. The tno were given 
transportation to Toledo, and will 
make their way to Dayton, where 
Schale has relatives. 

I'he unfortunate man sjiys he 
left Cuba to better his condition, 
anti has been traveling ever since, 
having been unable to find employ- 
ment. Schale says that the Spaii 
iards tr(>ate<l him like a <l<>g at Ma- 
tanzNS, burning his family out to 
.starve. He then joined the in- 
surgents, fighting with them for 
mouths. He narrowly escaped 
capture and death before leaving 
the island. He thinks the Cubans 
are sure to win, a-s they are well 
armed, hetilthy, and have plenty of 
provisions.

Whenever the pantomimist comes 
to New York, the event is hailed 
with joy, for it is a rare treat to the 
little ones. 

Years ago, we U8*;d to have more 
of the pantomimist than we do 
now ; this is probably owing to 
the fact that to attain to the proud 
dlHtinction of a pantomimist is not 
an ea.sy achievement : it requires 
earn<*t and hard stu<l3', wiiirli in 
these days of impatience to become 
stars in a short time, han no doubt 
almost killed the art.

"The marvel of imnlomime is 
that the full gamut of human emo- 
tion can l>e so clearly and sympa- 
thetically indicated in a perform- 
ance where no word is spoken. 
Vet, while the t«jngue remains 
silent, the pantomimist utilizes 
gestures and facial expressions to a 
degree thai almost pfOjses belief 
Indeed, the sublimes! passages of 
Shakesj)eare or Milton are mere 
words to the unwinsitive mind ; 
and pantomime to many is an 
am umMiient for children an<l trivial 
people who adore the circus and 
minstrels. It is the very delicacy 
and rarity of it that makes it in- 
appreciable to the groundlings. 

It has now become quite the cus- 
tom to int-erpolate bits of panto- 
mime in pieces wtiere words would 
fail to c<mvey the idea— or, as is 
often th«' rfase, in farce, wliere they 
wouhl say too much 

Realizing the v.ist field for the 
development of silent <irama in this 
f?ountry, the S<X5iefy of Musical 
Arts, an organization of recent for 
mation in New V'ork, have included 
it with n^al opera rfmiiqtie and 
ballet, whicli it i» its special aim to 
foster. The exclusive stage of the 
Astoria ball-room is the scene of 
the society's exploits. Tiie first 
pantomime, in which Pilar-Morin

which she occupies to-day. In 
Paris, she is held in esteem by the 
public at lai'ge ss well as by the 
world of literary men, aiiiists, 
musicians and pbiyvrights that 
combine to nmke up the most em- 
inently artistic city in the world. 
Her honors, however, do not come 
to her easily. She s[iends weeks 
in learning her own i)arts, and 
when she has a company to drill 
for even a one-act pantomime, as 
much labor and precision are n 
quired as for the pro<lu<Mon of a 
five-act play. Her personal po 
pularity is tin? natural r^onsoqiience 
of a charming nnd unaffected 
manner ; her untleniable snc<*esrf 
in introducing the higher* foiTn of 
pantomime to American audiences 
is due to her strong a<laptive forces. 
For, as she has herself said in an 
interview: 

"Since I hin.- i een in lliis 
country, I have pn)gress<*d con- 
siderably in my art, because I have 
been obliged to gresitly 'ai-y and 
add to its resourc<'«. I have to go 
intf) greater pantomimic detail here 
than in France. Pantomime has 
been so long at hfntie that there are 
certain established conventional 
gestures and posf^s which always 
have the same meaning. For in- 
stance, to cross your arms on your 
l)reast and then to uncross theni 
and bend over, as if over a grave, 
is the conventional |)f.nlomirne of 
death. Any child in France would 
know what I meant by it. But 
here I havi* to go into greater de- 
tail. I poitd to my closed eyes; I 
tell in pantomime that the heart no 
longr'i- beats, and that breathing 
has (fcased ; I turn my eyes up to 
Heaven, and then finish with the 
French pantomime of ('ealh. The 
very unfamiliarity of Americtris 
s\\\\\ pantomime makes it necessary 
(o do more detailed and ar-tistic 
work here. 

" In learning to become a pan- 
tomimist it is neces)-ary t<> .'«tiidy 
not only I he pose of ihe Iwdy, and 
the art of gesture, but even the 
movements of the feet and tivgers. 
Every gesture, every movemenl 
must l)e on the line of acur\e As 
we say every movement mii-i be 
'round.' It is this which gives lo 
the perfect pantomime its siirpasK- 
ing grace." 



'Tis so long ago since the deaf of 
New York havelia<l the opportunity 
thrust upon them to witness a pan- 
tomime given by a company of deaf 
peojrle, that the aniiouncemenl of 
the one to l)e given on April 1.5lh, 
bj'' the Silent Wheelmen, will no 
doubt Im; hailed with joy.
